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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 
9, 2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. In response to the amendment received September 1 6, 2009, entered as per the 
RCE filed on October 9, 2009: 

a. Claims 1-20 are pending with claim 14 withdrawn from consideration; 
The prior art rejections have been withdrawn in light of the amendment. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claim 1 , none of the prior art of record are considered to teach, 
suggest or render obvious the claimed invention wherein the gasket having the at least 
one generally rigid bridge is located between the reactant flow field of the separator 
plate and the corresponding catalyst membrane of the individual fuel cell. 

With respect to claim 6, none of the prior art of record are considered to teach, 
suggest or render obvious the claimed invention including the first gasket, having at 
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least one generally rigid bridge is located between the first side of the catalyst 
membrane of the membrane electrode assembly and the first set of reactant flow 
channels of the separator plate and the second gasket, having at least one generally 
rigid bridge is located between the second side of the catalyst membrane of the 
membrane electrode assembly and the second set of reactant flow channels of the 
separator plate. 

With respect to claim 1 1 , none of the prior art of record are considered to teach, 
suggest or render obvious the claimed invention including a method of assembling a 
gasket having a generally rigid bridge which extends across the reactant fluid flow 
channels of the separator plate and locating the gasket adjacent the flow channels 
between the separator plate and a corresponding catalyst membrane. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
